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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendments to claims 13-16, 26 and 28 are noted. A new Claim 29 has been added and 
Claim 18 has been cancelled without prejudice. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The 103(a) rejections of all claims advanced in the previous office action are being 
maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/5/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness 
is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has combined an excessive number 
of references, reliance on a large number of references in a rejection does not, without more, 
weigh against the obviousness of the claimed invention. See In re Gorman, 933 F.2d 982, 18 
USPQ2dl885 (Fed.Cir. 1991). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. mS)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
In this case, the instant compositions have combinations of several ingredients with slight 
differences in percentage. All of the key ingredients of the instant composition have been used in 
shaving and moisturizing compositions in the prior art cited. Some of them have been used in 
topical skin compositions and make up compositions. All the references cited in the prior office 
action may not recite the exact composition or the percentages of the active ingredients or the 
exact steps involved in using the composition or shaving. Some of the percentages cited may be 
in the range of the instant composition or may be close to that of the instant composition. For 
example, the use of sunblock, Berger's use of chlorphenesin, Soler's use of willow herb extracts 
and Ha's use of PEG-8, Chekroun, Mcatee and Lentini all disclose use of ingredients in topical 
skin applications. But all of these applications relate to the application of compositions to the 
skin just like the shaving composition. Ingredients like licorice and willow herb extracts have 
medicinal effects on the skin. Inclusion of these ingredients in a shaving composition has the 
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added advantage of the medicinal effects of these ingredients on the skin in addition to smooth 
shaving. Inclusion of such ingredients in a shaving composition also obviates the need to use 
additional creams or lotions, which is a motivation to combine the teachings of the prior art. 

White's (4994265) teaches a composition that is convenient to use, as water is not 
required for lathering or clean up. In such an application the residual shaving composition if any 
is conveniently wiped out or rubbed out on the skin. Even though there is no explicit suggestion, 
this fact is conveyed in White's teaching. 

Since a kit containing a shaving cream (which is a composition) with a razor is taught by 
Rauch, it is still obvious to use either a single blade razor or a multiple blade razor in the kit. 

All the claims are rejected.
